House Overruled Committee. 
addition to these three principal 
changes in the operation of the gov- 
ernment, the house overruled the com-

Washington, May 9.—(Special.)— 
Great surprise struck the republicans

The fate of the garbage disposal 
Plant will rest with the.finance com- 
mittee of council, which meetg at 3 
o'clock this afternoon, The finance 
committee will be called’ upon to- say 
whether Atlanta is to have its garbage 
destroyed by modern and ~sanitary 
methods or dumped around among the 
homes of the people, to breed flies and 


create sickness. 

The question will be dollars and 
cents on one side and the people’s 
health and lives on the other. 

The board of health, after the most 
painstaking investigations, and after 
obtaining the expert advice of Dr. 
Rudolph Hering, decided that the very 
best thing the city gould do would be 
to accept the bid o¢ the New York De- 
structor Company for the erection of a 
modern high temperature garbage de- 
gstroyer. The cost is to be $376,000, or 
$400,000 if the necessary machinery is 
provided to pump the city’s water from 
the river to the reservoirs. 

How It Can Be Paid For. 

The company is willing to accept 
$55,000 as a first cash payment, and 
there is now avafiable $50,000 of the 
bond issue. The company further 
agrees to accept $100,000 next year, 
and $75,000 each succeeding year yntil 
the whole amount is paid.

One other incident, though it oc- 
curred outside the court room, touched 
the day’s proceedings with the dra- 
matic. Campbell Crowder, a friend of 
the Allens, was talking with some wit- 
nesses on the courthouse green when 
he exclaimed: 

“I hope the Allens will shoot up this

Crowder was immediately taken be- 
fore Judge Staples, who told him that 
any more such talk would mean a 
term in jail. The man had been drink- 
ing, but the incident served as a re- 
minder that the Allen gang is not 
without friends.

Measure Passes Second heal 
ing by a Majority of 101, 


Premier Asquith Closed De- 
bate, Saying That Home 
Rule Was Payment of Debt 
Which England Had Long 
Owed to Ireland.

ADMITTING “SONS” TO CAMPS 


Macon, Ga., May 9.—The report of 
Adjutant General William E, Mickle, 
delivered at the confederate reunion, 


follows, in part: 

“Notwithstanding the, ® predictions 
which year after year I have made of 
the rapid diminution of the number of 
camps and the marked decrease’in the 
revenue of the office, I am still able, I 
am proud to say, to make a most en- 
couraging showing. This favorable 
condition is the more noticeable from 
the fact that extensive sections of 
southern territor are either under 
water or the lands serieusly effected, 
causing great losses to numbers of our 
com es, and intercepted communica- 
tions with others, a state that has pre- 
vailed for some time. 

“New camps continue to be admitted 
into the association, though the num- 
ber, as was to be expected, is greatly 
reduced. Since the Little Rock reun-’ 
ion, charters have been issued to four- 
teen cdmps, distributed as follows: 
Georgia and Texas, each 5; Oklahoma, 


2; West Virginia and Alabama, each 1. 

“There has been the usual decrease 
in camps, to be attributed to the same 
cause which produced this result in the 
past—the passing away of the member- 
ship. There is no possible way. to stop 
this waste, as members of those who 
fought so gallantly in our armies are 
rapidly crossing to the other shore to 
meet the great leaders already there. 
Only one course is open to keep alive 
the camps, an@ that is to devise some 
Plan to admit the ‘Sons’ into member- 
ship, without permitting the control of 
affairs to be taken from the old sol- 
diers till all have passed away. I sug- 
mest that a committee be appointed to 
investigate this subject, and submit a 
plan at our next reunion to merge the 
United Sons of Confederate Veterans 
into the United Confederate Veterans. 
In a few instances dormant camps have 
been revived, and this has made a bet- 
ter showing than we had any right to 
expect.

C. Horace McCall, the well-known 
broker, furnishes The Constitution with 
a card in regard to the proposed new 
garbage plant.

Mr. Turner, 
electrician, says that he will recom- 
mend the purchase of the new plant, 
and that it will not cost the city a dol- 
lar to buy storage batteries, as none 
will be used, that the city’s present 
pumping machinery at the river will 
not be disturbed, and that the electric 
pump will be Kept running all day and 
all night. He further states that the 
garbage plant can also furnish power

Mr. McCall's Statement. 


Mr. McCall's card follows: 

“Editor Constitution: The citizens 
of Atlanta voted $50,000 worth of bonds 
two years ago to build a temporary 
crematory in the city, and that is all 
that is available to give contract for. 
The $400,000 would not be carrying 
out the wishes of voters, and there are 
a thousand men ready to enjoin the 
city council from building a perma- 
nent one in their ward or any ward. 

“This injunction would hold good tn 
court, and the city fathers know this, 
and it would be a waste of time to go 
through’ this litigation, besides it would 
take a year to build this useless and 
extravagant crematory. 

“The city council cah build a high 
temperature crematory that would 


take care of all the garbage for $50,- 


000. This crematory could be built in 
two or three months and save $390,- 
000. This last named mount is to pay 
for 1,500 horse power. Now, this 
is excessive, as an engine and 
boiler of that amount can be 
bought for some $10,000. Therefore, a 
saving of $380,000. This-$380,000 should 
be used in moving some of the 9,000 
surface closets. Who wants electricity 
when our people are dying from these 
closets? 

“Now, for using this power for pump- 
ing water, the machinery out at the 
waterworks station would have to be 
torn out and a loss of some $200,000. 
To store the electricity generated dur- 
ing the day to use at night would be a 
large expense, at least $150,000 for 
storage batteries. The garbage is only 
delivered during the day and burned 
-then,.so this electricity would have to 
be stored until night: Another thing, 
one pump would not do, as it may get 
out of order, and then the city would 
be out of water. It seems, therefore, a 
waste of time to even consider this 
expenditure of funds on a permanent 
plant in the city. Consult your elec- 
tricilan as to this storage plant and 
your manager of waterworks about the 
taking out of the fMhhachinery at water- 
works, and you will see at once the 
improbability.” 

Dr. Gilbert’s Answer. 

“In reaching the decision to buy the 
plant offered the city by the Destruct- 
Company of New York, we have 
given the matter our most careful at- 
tention, and have had the benefit of 
the advice of the greatest expert in 
the United States, Dr. Rudolph 
ing,’”’ saiq Dr. Gilbert,.president of the 
health board. 

‘We ‘believe that we 
wisely in recommending the purchase 
of this plant, and that Atlanta will 
profit greatly if the finance committee 
and city council follow our advice. 

“So far as injunctions are concerned, 
no permanent injunction could ever be 
secured until a plant had proved to be 
a nuisance. -If a temporary order was 
secured we could give bond and con- 
tinue with the work, 

“No $50,000 plant would ever serve 
the needs of Atlanta. Instead of this 
expenditure for the $376,000 plant be- 
ing a waste of money, as Mr. McCall 
states, it would be the greatest 
vestment Atlanta could make, a’nd 
prove of immense value in preserving 
the health of our people.”

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CONGREGATION PUT TO ROUT 


BY PISTOL SHOT FUSILLADE 


The congregation of the First Union 
Baptist church, colored, corner Scho- 
field and Horton streets, tumbled out 
of doors and windows, when Charley 
Leaks, a derelict member, fiired a fusil- 
lade of shots at Rev. William M. Rol- 
lend, the pastor, at 8:45 o’clock last 
night. A bullet through the left shoul- 
der punctuated the sermon, and was 
the signal for the stampede. The 
preacher was taken to the Grady hos- 
pital, where he told his story to Call 
Officers Hood and West, sent to the 
scene of the shooting at the request of 
the exiled worshipers. 

Pastor Rolland told the police that 
Leaks “had it in for him” ever since 
the deacons of the church instructed 
him to use his influence to bring Leaks 
back into the fold, Leaks objected to 


the pastor's repeated visits to his home, 
and vowed Thursday evening that he 
was going to make a job for the un- 
dertaker. 

“Yer kKaint ’spec ter be wun ob de 
Lawd’sg ‘nointed ef yer don’t cum ter 
der church,” the strident voice of the 
pastor rang out in the silence. 

Leaks loitered in the rear of the 
church, and when ‘he heard the voice 
of the pastor in the pulpit he mounted 
a box, poked his gun through a crack 
in the board wall and turned loose a 
volley, which rang through the streets 
like a charge of light artillery. 

Men and women tumbled out of doors 
at the first shot. Some were injured 
in the wild rush; others escaped by 
lying flat; on their faces under the 
benches. Leaks was lost, when the 
smoke cleared away. 
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WELTNER' SCORES 
POLICE COURTS 


Atlanta Lawyer Says They Are 
Run for Revenue and 
Convict Labor.

Nashville, Tenn., May 9.—The police 
court system was severely arraignod 
today before the Southern Sociological 
Congress by Philip Weltner, of Atlan- 
ta, general secretary of the Prison As- 
sociation of Georgia. He termed the 
whole system a mad juggernaut by 
which those prosper who, of all per- 
sons ought to suffer. “As at present 
administered,” he said, “a police court 
is good for but two things—cash rev- 
enues and convict labor. The ordi- 
nary police court may be likened to a 
quack doctor dispensing a dose, as dis- 
tinguished from a treatment. And the 
dose is inflicted, regardless of the of- 
fender’s conditions of circumstances. 
Go into a police court in one of our large 
southern cities and you will sometimes 
see one hundred and fifty cases tried 
in a day. The judge has no time for 
individual cases. He has in most in- 
stances only the arresting officers to 
look for assistance and this man is 
usually interested only in establishing 
his case.”’ 

He suggested that a system of rec- 
ord cards for offenders and an effective 
system of probation officers be inau- 
gurated. 

“Stop dealing with the case and be- 
gin dealing with the individual,’’ was 
his message. 

Prison reform .was the subject be- 
fore the congress and Mr. Weltner 
treateg the police court as the bottom 
round. 

“The indeterminate sentence and the 
probation system,” was the subject of 
Professor C. E. Potts, of the University 
of Texas. 

The indeterminate sentence theory, 
he said, based incarceration on an en- 
tirely different ground from the pres- 
ent doctrine that the amount of guilt 
connected with each crime could be de- 


termined and suitable penalty attach- | 


ed. “It starts,” said he, “with the fun- 
damental proposition that the criminal 
must be restrained because his con- 
duct has proved him dangerous to go0- 
ciety. Nothifig but a long period of 
instruction and training under the 
closest observation by experts in crim- 
inology can determine when he will 
be ready to return to society. 

“No prisoner should ever be released 
until he has learned some occupation 
by which he can earn a living and the 
prison management should find him 
employment and turn him over directly 
to a responsible employer.” 

Tom Finty, Jr., of The Dallas News, 
blamed the lease system in the south 
on the military or reconstruction gov- 
ernments, the false notions sown by 
that system being in part responsible 
for the slow movement in reform in 
the section.

The Secretary of State Says 
Roosevelt Is “Prompted by 
Whims,” and That He Is of

Los Angeles, Cal., May 9.—In a 
speech here tonight before the South- 
ern California Taft association, in 
which Secretary of State Knox made 
his first political utterance since his 
return from Central America, he de- 
fended President Taft from the criti- 
cisms of Colonel Roosevelt and at- 
tacked the colonel as a man “prompt- 


Vanities and mysterious antipathies,”’ 
and as one “who would break the rule 
of his party and his country and his 
own word to gain the seat of a friend,” 

“The new natjonalism” of Colonel 
Roosevelt was termed by Secretary 
Knox as a “violent assault upon the 
autonomy of thé states as the new na- 
tionalism of 1861 was upon the integ- 


‘|rity of the unton.” 


Roosevelt Against Roosevelt. 


In refutation of Colonel] Roosevelt's 
claim that President Taft was unfit for 
re-election, Mr. Knox cited the colo- 
nel’s language which in 1908 commend- 
ed Taft as the “true friend of reform, 
the true foe of abuses.”’ 

Mr. Knox, declaring that “this is 
perhaps one of the most extraordinary 
ante-convention campeigns within 
the history of our party,” said that the 
effort so far “hag been to confuse the 
situation by dragging in issues with 
which the states alone are concerned.” 

“If Mr. Roosevelt,” he said, “claims 
that President Taft is seeking or has 
the support of the men who for years

HOW THE ORPINGTONS 
WERE BUILT UP BY COOK 


It has been truthfully said that any 
man of ordinary intelligence can make 
& success in almost any line of busi- 
ness, if he is in love with his work, 
and will stick to it. 

If he is in love with the work he 
will naturally want to get a thorough 
Knowledge of it—not a_ superficial 
knowledgg that will perhaps enable 
him tojmake about a half living out 
of it, t a deep down to the bottom 
Knowledge that wil] enable him to pro- 
duce something that is superior to 
that produced by any of his competi- 
tors. 

The history of every successful man 
in America or elsewhere proves this to 
be true. It is a very unfortunte thing 
for the poultry industry of the entire 
country that comparatively few* men 
who are engaged in this profitable in- 
dustry possess the qualifications sug- 
gwested above, but those who have for 
years worked along these lines have 
the honor today of being responsible 
for the progress already made and also 
in a large measure for what is yet to 
be accomplished. ‘The very few men 
who have really done great things in 
this important industry can almost be 
counted on your fingers. 

Only One Successful, 

There are many poultry men yet with 
us who have, by taking hold of one 
of the established breeds, brought it to 
a@ very high degree of perfection. Some 
few of them have in the: past origi- 
mated what were considered new 
breeds. Almost all of these lasted for 
a short while and then faded away. I 
knew of but one man who has been 
largely successful in this respect, and 
that is Mr. Wm. Cook, of England. 
Something like eight or ten poultry 
men claim to have originated the 
Wyandotte, put the fact is that each 
One of them only improved a fowl! that 
had been bred in the United States for 
many years before they originated it. 
The Plymouth Rock w@s originated in 
1847-49, but it proved to be a complete 
failure. iW. A. Upham, of Massachu- 
setts, originated them again in 1869, 
and later on Joseph Spauldin, of Put- 
nam, Conn., originated them again, and 
this is the fowl that we*have with us 
today. 

There are today a very large num- 
ber of poultry men who have built up 
Varieties of the different breeds that 
were Originated Ly other breeders but 
no one has ever’ like Mr. Wm. Cook 
originated a breed entirely different 
from any other breed and then per- 
fected it-in all of its varieties. For 
years Mr. Cook bred Astiatics. His 
favorite among these valuable fowls 
Was the Buff Cochin. For years he 
line bred. this splendid breed and 
fenced them up by skillful breeding 
until his Buff Coching held the record 
ir. England as, show birds, and also 
as utility birds; for they held the egg 
record also. These and some other 
breeds that he handled were known all 
over England and America. He then 
determined to produce a fowl that 
would be built upon different lines an€ 
entirely different in its characteristics 
from any breed yet pr®duced and so 
we have with us’ today the entire 
Orpington family that were originated 
by Mr. William Cook, of Kent, Eng- 
land. They made their first appearance 
in England in 1886. Ten years prev- 
ious to this Mr. Cook determined tq 
produce a fowl] superior to any fowl, 
as he tells us, in the world. The first 
to appear was the Black Orpington, 
then in 1889 came the White Orpington. 
In 1894 the Buff Orpingtons made their 
appearance. In 1897—Queen Victoria's 


jubllee year—care the Diamond Jubi-]} 


lee Orpington. Mr. Cook presented a 
pen of these birds to the queen, and 
named them in honor of this great 
event. Next and last came the Spang- 
Jed Orpington in 1899. 

There are ten varieties. The five 
mentioned are bred in single and rose 
comb, making two distinct varieties 
each of the five mentioned. 

Mr. Cook is called the Luther Bur- 
banks of poultry culture. Each of 
these varieties has been produced by 
an entire different system of crossing 
other breeds togethef, and yet pro- 
ducing the same results except in 
color. They have been bred in every 
part of the world. Mr. Cook tells us 
that in order to test them thoroughly, 
they thave been bred in Central Africa 
and then in the north of Russia, at 
Archangel, on the White sea, and also 
in the extreme north of Canada. They 
do well in any part of the world if 
given a chance. 

Mr. Cook claims for these fowls that 
they are all alike in shape, all alike 
in fleskh—which is superior to any 
other fowl in flavor; that they lay 
more eggs—particularly in winter— 
than any other breed. They are very 
quiet and gentle, with no disposition 
to fly; are le@ger than any clean- 
legged fowl. “"@ey ==mature quicker 
than any othe _ ed; good setters and 
mothers; ea: -g7 broken off when 
broody; do 4) Fll on a barn lot as on 
a range. fey are robust in constitu- 
tion, anq are immune from climatic 
Changes, and that in consequence of 
these good qualities they are the best 
fow! on earth. 

I will now give an account of the 
way in which Mr. Cook, by different 
crosses built up the ten varieties of 
Orpingtons. He commenced tn 1876

breeding fancy fowls for years and had 
a perfect knowledge of the character- 
istics of the different breeds then 
known. So he selected fowls that had 
one or more of the strong points that 
to combine in one. breed. 
ack fowls were very popular in Eng- 
- land then, and Mr. Cook having a clear 
_ idea of the fowl that he wantéd, when 
_ his Plymouth Rocks produced a few 
black chickens that proved to be in 
Mine with his desires, bred the pullets

“es on black Minorcas, and the pullets of 


this cross he bred on a Langshan cock. 
‘Then it took nine years breeding the

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hai. He secured a few of them, and 
from this cross came the Rose-comb 
Black Orpington. He then commenced 
to breed for the whites. After experi- 
menting for sometime he produced the 
fow! that he was after by crossing 
White Leghorn cocks on Black Ham- 
burg pullets. The pullets of this cross 
were nearly all white. These he cross- 
ed with White Dorking cocks and after 
some years got what heg wanted, a 
White Orpington. Rose-comb Dork- 
ings produced the Rose-comb Orping- 
ton. Before the blacks and whites 
were perfected Mr. Cook commenced 
experimenting to produce the buffs. He 
had then, he tells me, the best Buff 
Cochins in the world. They had the 
best egg record of any other breed. 
Some of them had laid forty-one eggs 
in forty-one days. They were not in- 
clined to be broeody, and when broody 
were easily broken up. He finally 
mated these Cochins on Spangled Ham- 
burgs, and their chickens on Dark 
Dorkings. Having bred these chickens 
for a year or two, he brought out the 
Buff Orpington, crossing back on the 
Rose-comb Black Dorkings, and he 
produced the Rose-comb Buff. The Dia- 
mond Jubilee was bred like the Buffs, 
except that a speckled Dorking was 
used. The Spangled Orpington was 
produced by crossing Dark Dorkings 
on Barred Rocks, and the result cross- 
ed on Spangled Hamburgs. Mr. Cook 
likes the Black Orpington better than 
any other that he has produced.

Fifth Avenue as Arnold Ben- 


nett Saw It. 
(Arnold Bennett, in Harper's Maga- 
zine for May.) 

The glory of the thoroughfare in- 
spires even those who only walk up 
and down it. It Inspires particularly 
the mounted policeman as he reigns 
over a turbulent crossing. It inspires 
the women, and particularly the young 
women, as they pass in front of the 
windows, owning their contents in 
thought. I sat once with an old, white- 
haired, and serious gentleman, gazing 
through glass at Fifth avenue, and 1 
ventured to say to him, “There are fine 
women on Fifth avenue.” “By Jove!” 
he exclaimed, with deep conviction, 
and his eyes su@denly fired, ‘there 
are!” On the whole, 1 think that, in 
their carriages or on their feet, they 
know a little better how to do justice 
to a fine thoroughfare than the women 
of,any other capital in my acquaint- 
ance. 1 have driven rapidly in a fast 
car, clinging to my hat and my hair 
against the New York Wind, from one 
end of Fifth avenue to the other, and 
what with the sunshine, and the flags 
wildly waving in the sunshine, and the 
blue sky and the cornices jutting into 
it and the roofs scraping it, and the 
large whiteness of the stores, and the 
invitation of the signs, and the display 
of the windows, and the slippery sinu- 
ousness of the other cars, and the 
proud opposing processions of Ameri- 
can subjects—What with all this and 
with the supreme imperialism of the 
mounted policeman, 1 have been posi- 
tively intoxicated: 

And yet possibly the greatest mo- 
ment in the life o¢ Fifth avenue is at 
dusk, when dusk falls af‘tea time. The 
street lamps flicker intoa steady steely 
blue, and the windows of the hotels 
and restaurants throw a yellow radi- 
ance; all the shops—especially the 
jewelers shops—become enchanted 
treasure-houses, whose interiors recede 
away behind their facades into infin- 
ity; and the endless files of innumer- 
able vehicles, interlacing and swerv- 
ing, put forth each a pair of glittering 
eyes. . . + Come suddenly upon it 
all, from the leafy fastnesses of Cen- 
tral Park, round the corner from the 
Plaza hotel; and wait your turn until 
the arm of the policeman, whose blue 
coat is now whitened with dust, per- 
mits your restive chauffeur to plunge 
down into the main currents of the 
city. . . . You will have then the 
most grandiose impression that New 
York is, in fact, inhabited; and that 
even though the spectacular luxury of 
New York be nearly as much founded 
upon, socia] injustice and poverty as 
any imperfect human civilization in 
Europe, it is a boon to be alive therein! 
‘ In half an hour, in three-quar- 
ters of an hour, the vitality is clean 
gone out of the street. The shops have 
let down their rich, gathered curtains, 
the pavements are desérted, and the 
roadway is no longer perilous. And 
nothing save a fire will arouse Fifth 
avenue till the next morning. Even 
on an election night the sole sign in 
Fifth avenue o¢ the disorder of politics 
will be a few long strips of tape-paper 
wreathing in the breeze on the asphalt 
under the lonely lamps.

A farmer writing in the current is- 
sue of Farm and Fireside shows how 
he gets nothing out of a high tariff on 


| wool and how the laboring man who 


buys clothing at high prices gets noth- 
ing. He makes the following com- 
ments: 

“Although I am one of the producers 
of wool, it seems to me exceedingly un- 
fair to have this high protective tariff 
on wool for which the farmer who 
produces wool gets so little benefit. 
The farmer who does not produce the 
wool is certainly not benefited, and 
how about the thousands of laboring 
men and their families who have to 
pay twice as much for their woolen 
goods as they should be forced to pay 
were there no tariff? 

“There are thousands of families in 
this class that are improperly clad ev- 
ery winter on account of this wool 
tariff. Who is reaping the benefit of 
their suffering? It is certainly not the 
farmer who is producing the wool. 

“Were the tariff removed and the 
price of woolen goods cut in about half, 
the retailer would be selling more than 
twice as much goods, and would be 
taking as much less margin of profit 
than now. . That is the condition just 
across our line in Canada. A suit of 
good woolen clothes there costs about 
one-half what it does in the United. 
States. Even though two stores sell- 
ing the same kind of goods may not 
be t@n miles apart, as is the case o¢ the 
stores in Detroit and Windsor, yet a 


poor man living in Detroit cannot go 


over to Windsor and buy a sult and re- 
turn with it without paying duty 
enough on it to make it cost him as 
much as it would in Detroit.” |

The Creed of the I. W. W. 


Lorin F. Deland, who contributes to 
the current Atlantic a detailed study 
of the Lawrence strike, quotes verba- 
tim from a manifesto issued by jhe 
I W., W.:— 

“As a revolutionary organization th 
Industrial Workers of the World aims 
to use any and all tactics that will get 
the results sought with the least ex- 
penditure of time and energy. The tac- 
tics used are determined solely by the 

of the organizatien to make 
in their use. The question of 
‘right’ and ‘wrong’ does not concern 

Ss. 

“No terms made with an empleyer 
are final. All peace, so long as the 
wage-system lasts, is but an armed 
truce. At any favorable opportunity 
the struggle is renewed. 

“The organization does not allow 
contracts with the employers. It aims, 
where strikes are used, to paralyze al! 
branches of the industry involved, 
when the employers can least afford 
a cessation of work—during the busy 
Season and when there are rush orders 
to be filled. 

“Failing to force concessions from 
the employers by the strike, work is 
resumed and ‘sabotage’ is used to 
force the employers to concede the de- 
mands of the workers. 

‘2 uring strikes the works are close- 
ly “picketed and every effort made to 
Keep the employers from getting work- 
ers into the shops. All supplies are 
cut off from strike-bound shops. Ali 
shipments are refused, or mis-sent, de- 
layed and lost if possible. 

“Strike-breakers are also isolated to 
the full extent of the powers of the 
organization. Interference by the gov- 
ernment is resented by open violation 
of the government’s orders, going to 
jail en Masse, causing expense to the 
taxpayers—which is but another name 
for the employing class. 

“In short, the I. W." W. advocates 
the use of militant ‘direct action’ tac- 
tics to the full extent of our power to 
make them.” 

This is not political socialism, says 
Mr. Deland. It is not’anything politi- 
cal or theoretical. The Il. W. W. does 
not talk, write, or argue. It acts! It 
cares nothing for “right” or “wrong.” 
It openly defies government by law, 
and announces that it will use any vio- 
lence it can commit.

The United States is one of the 
world’s great sources of food supply, 
and it is also a large producer of to- 
bacco; and yet if one adds to the 
amount of money which the rest of the 
world paig to us in 1910 for wheat, for 
flour, for corn and for other bread- 
stuffs the amount it paid to us for our 
tobaccé, the tota] is less than the sum 
which American travelers expended in 
various countries abroad over the 
amount expended by foreign tourists 
in the United States. 

The American tourist is, therefore, a 
factor in a large financial problem. He 
figures in. the determination of “the 
balance of trade,” which fixes the 
ability of one country to draw sup- 
Plies of gold from other countries. He 
is an influence in tHe money market}; 
and as the American is a great traveler 
and a prodigal spender, that influence 
is an important one. 

The sums’expended by Americans 
traveling in foreign countries over the 
sums expended by foreign tourists in 
the Uniteq States are estimated to 
make the imposing total of $170,000,000 
net. If vou divide that by 87,000, 
which is the excess number of Amert- 
can tourists abroad over the foreign 
tourists in the United States, you 
have about $2,000 as tne average 
amount spent by each tourist: and if 
that is a fair average—and it seems 
too big—then the 244,000 Americans 
traveling abroad in 1910 must have 
spent about $488,000,000, which ig 
nearly equal to what the rest of the 
world paid for our cotton.

Queen Carmen Sylva, in a plain- 
spoken article on the “Greatest Need 
of Women,” in the June McCall's, sums 
up and pronounces it to be co-opera- 
tion.

Kansas City,.May 9%.—A note of 
warning against neglecting the negro 
in the United States while propagating 
the faith in foreign countries was 
sounded by Dr. W. W.. Breckett, of 
New York, general secretary of mis- 
sions. before the conference of the Af- 
rican Methodist Episcopal church which 
resumed sessions here today.
